SHOULD BIG CHANGED. 


While the JOUBNAL takes no stock in the 


know-nothing proposition (o compel for- 
eigners to remain in the United States 21 
years, or until they are iu their dotage, be- 
fora permitting them to vote, it recognize^ 
a weak point or rather an omission ia the 
naturalization laws which should b« recti- 
fied. A native born American who has 
been convicted of a crime and served a 
term in the psnitentiary, ia forever dis- 
franchised in nearly every State in the 
Union, unless he shall have his citizenship 
restored by the pardoning power of the 
State in which his crime was committed. 
There ia nothing in the naturalization laws 
however, to prevent a foreigner, who has 
committed a similar offense and served the 
same term from becoming a citizen, pro- 
vided lib can find two accommodating wit- 
nesses who will swear in the affirmative to 
the usual number of questions including 
the ona as to his being a man of good 
moral character. The writer knows of a 
number of instances of this kind in this 
State and the ei-conviots are now casting 
their votes, and probably selling them be- 
forehand, at every election, while nalive 
born Americans who wore the striped suits 
at the same time, and perhaps for lesser 
offences, are denied the same privilege. 
Of course if a Judge was knowing to the 
fact that an applicant for citizenship was 
a convicted criminal, he would rnle Moo 
oat upon general principles, although we 
do not know that the strict letter of the 
law gives him saoh discretionary power. 
But a court is not supposed to know about 
it and sometimes at least at occurs that it 
does not. 


The National law should not oaly be 


changed in this respect but alao oar State 
law in regard to voting. 
Our Nevada stat- 


utes declare that no person who has 
served in the State Prison as a convict, 
shall be entitled to vote unless he shall be 
restored to citizenship by act of the Par- 
doning Board. 
An unnaturalized for- 


eigner cannot ba "restored" to that which 
he has never possessed, and there is no 
justice or consistency in his attaining the 
right of franohise from a power which can- 
not confer it upon uis fellow convict of 
American birth. 


UNSXJKVEYBD PUBLIC LANDS. 


The U. S. Surveyor General's office is 


doing considerable business in the matter 
of mining patents, and there has been con- 
siderable increase in that branch of its 
work since the rise iu silver has given an 
impetus to mining in the State. The ap- 
plications for agricultural and 
grazing 


lands, however, are extremely limited, 
owing to the fact that no appropriation has 
been made for several years for the survey 
of public lands in this district. There is a 
large xiLsurreyed area in Nevada, a large 
portion of which would be entered if it 
was in the market, but as it is at present, 
people wanting only ISO sores do not care 
to put op for the survey of an entire town- 
ship, which they have to do under the 
special deposit system. There is a bill 
now in Congress, in a conference commit- 
tee we believe, appropriating $425,000 for 
surveys, and a goodly slice of it should be 
apportioned to Nevada, which has no tre- 
oeived its rightful proportion in the past, 
and where the settlement of lands is re- 
tarded in consequence of its not being sur- 
veyed and in the market. It certainly is, 
or should be the policy of the Government, 
to encourage and facilitate the entry of its 
public lands, and especilly in Nevada, 
where 
settlers 
are subjected 
to BO 


much 
trouble 
and 
expense in over- 


coming the difficulties incident to the lack 
of natural moisture. 


The advance of the cholera is watched 


•with apprehension by sanitary guardians in 
Europe and some sections in America Dr. 
Holmsten, in a recent work on the disease, 
declares that choleraic contagion arises 
from the vegetable world, the center of the 
choleraic microbe having been from time 
immemorial the Indian province of Bengal, 
or rather the delta of the Ganges and of 
the Brahmapootra. In this marshy ground, 
eternally damp, thB cholera has existed in 
a permanent state for centuries, appear- 
ing each year iu different degrees of inten- 
'sity. It is necessary, however, in order 
that the illness pass to mankind, that it 
should have a conductor which transmits it 
direct. This conductor ia nearly always 
man, and it has been fonnd that Mussulman 
pilgrims have been the chief propagators. 
Once the contagion is brought to a localitv 


• by man it spreads by means of water and 


air. 
The same action is also attributed to 


flies. In the recent epidemic the chie 
sofferers have been Mussulman pilgrims 
the mortality at the holy cities having been 
frightful. 


Fifty Tears Ago. 


Ogden Democrat: When Daniel Web. 


ster said fifty years ago that the region 
known as Oregon was "BO far off it could 
not be governed by the United States, and 
a delegate from it to Congress would not 
reach Washington till a year after the 
expiration of hie term," he did not realize 
what great things the great Northwest and 
ihe great West would no. 


Fifty years is not a long period of time 


when the advancement of this country is 
considered. 


Less than forty years ago Utah was an 


untamed land. Look at Utah to-day. Cali- 
fornia was an infant forty years ago. See 
the grand State built up there within that 
time. Nevada, Oregon, Washington, and 
others in the West and Northwest have 
towered upward in less than half a century, 
and still they do not claim to have attained 
their full growth. 


The wise men of the East of fifty years 


ago did not dream of the greatness to 
which this country would grow before their 
own names bad been forgotten. 


Wolflay Removed. 


Dispatches have been received at Tucson 


announcing the removal of Governor Wol- 
flay on charges preferred in Washington. 
The same anthority states that an Indiana 
man is to be appointed. 


Some one has discovered that between 


the year 1835 and the year 1845 it \vas the 
custom of this country for such of the 
young men as contracted the habit of smok- 
ing to do so between the twentieth and 
twenty-fifth years of their age. In the 
next decade the young American mastered 
the smoker'rf art at from fifteen to twenty 
years of a^e, and now it is no uncommon 
sight to see snips of boys who are any- 
where between five and ten years of age, 
puffing away at a cigarette. If we keep on 
progreasing, by the end of tue conturj' n 
box of cigarettes will be as necessary an 
adjunct to infantile life as the nursing bot- 
tle is.

Xlie Into W. W. Bishop. 


The S. P. Examinei of the 20th contains 


tha following obituary notice and biograp- 
ioal sketch of the lute W. W. Bishop, ac- 
companied by an excellent eleotrotyped 
likeness of the deceased : 


'Mr. Bishop has been for many years 


a conspicuous figure in 
Pacific Coast 


affairs. 
He was recognized as a leader 


among men of action, and ranked high as 
an organizer. He had rare talents as a 
public speaker, and his services as a cam- 
paign orator were in great demand in the 
Western States and Territories. He was a 
member of ihe National Convention which 
nominated General Garfield for the Presi- 
dency. | 


'In his political career Mr. Bishop began 


as an old-time Whig, but in 1861 became 
identified with the Republican party, which 
relationship he ever afterwards maintained. 
When the war broke out he offered him- 
self as a volunteer, but was rejected be- 
cause of a visual defect which disqualified 
him for service in the field. 


'At that time he was a resident of South- 


ern Illinois, and it was through his exer- 
tions mainly that the regiments known as 
Eleventh Missouri and Forty-eighth and 
Ninety-eighth Illinois Infantry were raised. 
He was the confidential friend and adviser 
of Governor Yatcs, and for years was the 
associate of Abraham Lincoln and Stephen 
A. Doxtglas. 


"As a lawyer Mr. Bishop took high rank 


and bora an important part in the gigantic 
mining litigation that characterized the 
early history of Nevada. He was al«o dis- 
tinguished for bis mastery of what is 
known as the criminal branch of jurispru- 
dence.
